In the past when a 
new teacher was appointed the starting salary was 
given to the press. But no more! When a teacher was 
appointed at the May 19 meeting it was announced 
that it was ‘‘at her proper place on the salary sche- 
dule.’’ As far as the committee was concerned, that 
was enough to tell the public. When the teacher 
coach was appointed last week it was announced he 
had no previous teaching experience and the press 
had to presume he started at the lowest figure on the 
salary schedule. 

If these matters were transacted in open meetings 
the press and the public would know what the sala- 
ries were. 

The all-too-frequent sessions of the committee are 


not necessary. They are only a slap in the face to 
newspapermen present and the public they represent.

SCHOOL BOARD EXPLAINS 


STAND ON FRENCH 
(Continued from Page One) 


ules at the academy. 

From the very beginning the 
French classes, held four days a 
week, were popular and profitable. 
The principal and teachers were 
agreed that the French did not im 
terfere with the regular 3rd grade 
study of basic skills. In many in- 
stances it stimulated children to 
do better in all subjects. 

When the time came to draw up 
the budget for 1953, the committee 
included an item of $1400 to pay a 
French teacher for the last four 
months of the fiscal year. The in- 
tention was to offer French in the 
3rd and 4th grade divisions of all 
the elementary schools. 

At town meeting, on the recom 
mendation of the finance committee, 
the school budget was reduced by 
$1400 directly after a member of 
the school committee had made a 
strong plea for the continuance of 
the French program. Later that ev- 
ening another vote was passed 
which said that the town meeting 
had not issued a mandate to dis- 
continue the French even though it 
reduced the budget. 

In the earnest desire to reach a 
fair decision, the committee 
weighed all the evidence and fin- 
ally decided that the results of the 
French program were so worth- 
while that it should be continued, 
still on an experimental basis, for 
the coming school year. French 
will be offered, therefore, in all 
the 4th grades throughout the sys- 
tem. The only way this can be 
done without cost is to put the 
French instruction in the hands of 
regular elementary classroom teach 
ers who have had superior training 
in speaking and teaching the lan- 
guages 

The curriculum is_ rightly the 
concern and responsibility of the 
school committee and should not 
be discussed on the floor of town 
meeting. The committee is con- 
stantly evaluating every phase of 
curriculum and intends to offer 
courses which will challenge all 
our youth to do its best while in 
school. 

The committee sincerely thanks 
Dr. James Grew, Floyd Humphries 
and Stephen Whitney for their s plen- 
did and unselfish wark with the 
French classes» As 4a result of 
their work Andover is once more 
looked to for educational leader- 
ship.
